Conclusion. 

Such  is  the  fubftance  of  the  ob- 
fervations  which  have  occurred  to 
me  on  this  interefting  fubjetft.  I 
Thai!  conclude  with  remarking,  that 
on  the  whole  it  is  more  than  proba 
bie,by  proper  attention  8c  good  man 
agement,  perfons  in  general  might 
not  only  live  longer,  but  might  en- 
joy life  with  more  relifh,  than  is 
commo«*!y  the  cafe  at  prefent ; and 
it  is  to-be  hoped,  in  refpeCl  of  this, 
as  well  as  of  many  other  particulars, 
that  human  nature  is  (bill  in  the 
threfiiold  of  acquirement,  that  it 
will  yet  obtain  greater  and  more 
impoxtant . .acquifitiong  of  knowl- 
edge, and  may  reach  firrth.er  im- 
provement both  with  regard  to  the 
extent  of  perfonal  and  mental  gra- 
tifications, which  our  fpecies  may 
be  found  capable  of  enjoying,  and  al- 
fo  the  means  of  poffeffiagthem,  with 
more  fatisfaclion  and  comfort,  and 
for  a much  longer  period  of  time.

No.  II. 

Of  such  Rules  and  Habits  as  may 
contribute  to  the  preservation  of 
good  Health  and  long  Life. 

If  perfons  were  to  live  with  the 
fimplieity  of  ancient  times,  it  is  pro- 
babte  that  they  would  attain  long 
life,  without  experiencing  any  ma- 
terial illnefs,  merely  by  a proper  at- 
tention to  air,  eiercife,  clothing,  and 
diet.  But  in  the  prefent  (late  of 
fociety,  the  bulk  of  the  community 
mull  follow,  not  a natural,  but  an 
artificial  mode  of  life,  and  thence 
are  perpetually  expofed  to  various 
temptations,  which  they  find  it  dif- 
ficult always  to  refift,  and  to  dan- 
gers which  they  cannot  always  a- 
void.  In  luxurious  times,  there- 
fore, perfons  in  general  cannot  ex-, 
pefl  to  live  long,  at  lead  with  any 
degree  of  fatisfadlion,  unlefs  by 
great  care,  and  by  an  attention  to  a 
variety  of  minute  particulars,  which’ 
they  either  learn  from  others,  or 
acquire  by  their  own  experience. 
The  mafs  of  ufeful  fails  and  obfer- 
vations thus  accumulating  every 
day,  and  perifliing  daily  with  thofe 
who  had  acquired  them,  mud  be  ve- 
ry great.  Unfortunately,  hitherto, 
no  individual  has  taken  the  trouble 
of  collecting  them.  Such  a collec- 
tion would  certainly  be  a mod  ac- 
ceptable offering  to  the  public,  more 
efpeeiully  if  written  in  a plain  and 
diftincl  manner,  and  laying  down 
fuch  rules  alone  as  were  practicable 
according  to  the  general  dyle  of 
modern  ljfe.

Prefently  after,  as  the  fire  was 
approaching,  he  was  requefted  by 
the  fame  man  to  unbind  one  of  his 
ilaves,  whom  he  had  chained  to  a 
poll  for  for.ic  mifdemcanour,  and 
this  he  alfo  refufvd  to  comply  fvith, 
but  fuffered  him  to  be  burnt  to  afti® 
es.

ON  Tuefday  the  6t!i  lull.  Chriilo- 
pher  Irvin  who  flood  charged  witil 
pafling  counterfeit  notes  of  the  bank  of 
the  U.  S.  was  dilciiarged  by  thedilliidl 
court  of  the  U-  S.  now  fitting  in  this 
town. 

About  twelve  months  ago,  William 
Alcorn  and  him  were  both  arretled  in 
Lexington  for  the  above  offence,  and 
brought  before  the  Hon.  Judge  Innes, 
who  appointed  a fpecial  term  in  Sep- 
tember laft  for  their  ti  ini.  Irvin 
gave  bail  for  his  appearance,  and  Alcorn 
was  committed  for  the  want  of  bail. 
The  court  in  a proiecution  again!! 
Coombs,  fometiine  ago  for  a limilar  of- 
fence, adjudged  that  the  teffimony  of 
perfons  converfant  with  bank  notes, 
was  incompetent  to  prove  the  forgery, 
but  that  the  clerk  of  the  bank  was  the 
proper  svitnejs;  the  attorney  for  the 
diflriA  fent  forward  and  procured  the 
attendance  of  a clerk  from  Philadelphia 
at  the  fpecial  term,  liv,  1 failed  to  ap. 
pear.  Alcorn  was  tried,  and  upon  ob- 
jt?£tion  by  his  counfel  to  the  teiliniony 
of  the  clerk,  the  court  adjudged  that  he 
was  incompetent  to  prove  the  forgery 
in  the  prefident  and  calhier’s  fignaturrs 
but  might  prove  the  forgery  in  any  o- 
ther  parts  of  the  bills.  This  was  done, 
and  Alcorn  was  found  guilty  and  fen- 
terreed  to  the  penitentiary, 

Irvin’s  bail  purfued  him  to  Georgia, 
and  brought  him  up  to  the  November 
term  : he  gave  licknefs  ai  excufc  to  the 
court  for  his  non-appearance  at  Sep- 
tember, and  was  bailed  to  March  term  ; 
but  again  failed  to  appear,  and  being  a- 
gain  purfued  by  his  bail,  was  brought 
up  to  the  firlt  clay  of  the  prefent  July- 
term,  and  expreffed  great  anxiety  for 
his  trial.  The  Federal  attorney  was 
not  ready  for  want  of  the  clerk  from 
the  bank  ; but  to  remove  that  impedi- 
ment the  counfel  for  Irvin,  entered  on 
the  record  the  following  agreement  . 

“ It  is  agreed  and  admitted,  by  the 
faid  Itvin,  that  the  attorney  for  the 
United  States  may  on  the  (aid  Irvin’s 
trial,  produce  any  witnrffes  whom  he 
may  feledl,  to  prove  the  notes  in  the 
indictment  mentioned,  to  be  falfe,  for- 
ged and  counterfeit  notes  ; and  the  laid 
attorney  fhall  not  upon  the  trial  be  re- 
quired to  produce  any  officers  of  the 
bank  in  the  indictment  mentioned,  to 
give  evidence  of  the  forgery  aliedgtd  ; 
and  thatThurfdav  the  tenth  day  of  the 
prelent  term  be  fixed  for  the  trial  of 
laid  Irvin.” 

On  Thurfday  the  nth  infl.  the  tri- 
al commenced.  The  Federal  attorney 
proved  the  paffihg  of  the  notes  in  the 
in'Jiftmtm  charged  to  three  feveral  per- 
fonr.  He  then  produced  feveral  offi- 
cers of  the  Lexington  bank,  and  feveral 
of  the  molt  eminent  merchants,  who  all 
depoCed  that  they  had  been,  and  were  in 
the  habit  of  receiving  fuch  notes,  ana 
that  thefe  were  forged— and  being  re-

mud  be  legal  when  brought,  and  that  the 
argument  pnly  dil'penfed  with  cue  kind 
of  evidence,  but  the  next  bell  fiiouhl  be 
adduced,  which  was  that  of  a man  who 
had  compared  the  notes  with  theregifter 
at  the  bank.  The  attorney,  therefore*, 
offered  the  certificate  of  ;..e  calmer  cf 
the  bank,  that  tiie  bills  had  been  coni- 
jpared  with  the  regiher,  and  that  none- 
offech  dates  and  numbers  were  ifftied 
from  rhe  bank  ; and  offered  to  give'  tef- 
timony  that  he  had  marked  the  bills  be- 
fore they  were  fent,  and  could  now  iden- 
tify them,  and  that  thev  and  the  above 
certificate  were  inclofi.-if  under  cover  bv 
the  prefident  of  the  bank  to  Irvin,  whof; 
fignatu.re  to  the  letter  was  proved.  Thn 
court  thought  the  teflimonv  iitadmiffible. 

The  attorney  then  laid  he  would  go 
on  upon  the  teftitr.ony  of  tht  '.ritnes-9 
who  had  feen  the  prclident  and  calhier 
write,  and  proved  their  ligiiatures  were 
correfpondent  to  thofe  they  had  ufed  for 
years  pad.  The' court  laid  that  the  evi- 
dence of  that  witnefs  could  not  be  admitt- 
ed, as  he  had  not  feen  thofe  officers 
write  until  fmee  the  crime  charged  a- 
gainft  the  prifoner. 

The  attorney  then  defired  to  know  if  he 
might  proceed  to  convince  the  jury  from 
the  tefiimony  of  the  prifener’s  camiuft. 
that  the  bilis  were  forced,  ss  weit  as  that 
he  knew  them  to  be  fo:  The  court  oh- 
ferved  that  the  oninidn  was  to  exclude 
the  officers  of  the  bank  of  Lexington, 
and  the  merchants  who  had  testified  to 
the  forgery  aj  a mattar  of  opinion  a« 
riling  from  Companion  and  an  ml'pedlio.i 
of  notes,  and  not  from  a knowledge  of 
the  fecret  checks  in  the  bank. 

Whereupon  the  attorney  movccl  tlrrV 
Court  to.  enter  a nolle  prosequi,  which 
was  granted  and  the  jury  difeharjed. 
The  prifoner  was  then  again  prayed  in- 
to cullody  to  be  indiited  anew.— His 
counfel  moved  for  him  to  be  difeharg- 
ed,  becaufe  he  had  been  once  in  jeopardv, 
and  becaufe  the  nolle  prosequi  was  1 bar. 
The  court  decided  in  favor  of  the  pi 
foner,  th.it  a nolle  prosequi  was  a bar, 
and  ordered  him  to  be  dii'cliarped.
